and attempted ssault in the first de- 
gree/ 
An<8 the happiness -which he sought 
h»» fled forever. 
Back of it all is a etranare tale of 
a 
modern Caesar Borgia, a. Jekyll- 
Hyde, who was one man when alone 
with hi stest tubes and hi« formulae, 
and another, .when with hi* wife. 
-It is a tale that Is even more tragic 
than the Dr. Arthur Warren Waite 
tragedy, which ended with the dentist 
going to the Sing Sing tlertric chair 
In 1917 for the .poisoning and murder 
of his father-in-law. 
For in the Waite case, lust for the 
money in his wife'* family was proved 
to b^ the motivating force 
of the 
crime. 
But in the Barinjf rase, a longing 
for- happiness -«eem* to be the main 
motive. 


Baring is thin, dapper, 3a. His wife 
is plump, matronly. 46. They were 
married 11 years ajo, and the difer- 
ence in their agres seem* to have wid- 
ened ever since- 
- "Most of their married life." eays 
a friend of the family, "has been a 
series of suspicions, growing out of 
Mrs. Baring's fear that her husband 
was paying too much attention to 
other women. 
"Frequent quarrels led to estrange- 
ment and separation 
But this was 
patched up bout a year ago, when 
they went abroad 
on their second 


honeymoon." 
But their new happiness Isted a 
short time only. The old suspicions 
were again renewed. 
Moth Baring 
and ilia wife became highly nervous. 
He trfed to counteract this irritab- 


ility by increased interest ~1n his la- 
boratory. He would work away at his 
test tubes and experiments for hour*

^However, his -wife had nothing to 
quiet her nerves- Left alone she would

Finally the became ill. Her physici- 
an wa* puwled by her ailment.

conditions grew woree. 
He 
.brought her back to a hotel in New 
York. Finally she had 
to be taken 
home in an ambulance. 
She began to suspect that she was 
being poisoned. Her physician agreed 
with'her, and the watch on her hue- 
hand bega«. 
Whenever Baring went away, his 
wife's condition improved. As soon 
as he returned and began nursinir her, 
the HlneM increased- Examination of 
the food given her showed signs of 
arsenfc and germ poisoning.- 
~; - 
-'At the eame time it -was discovered 
that a "C. Barnes" was getting many 
phial* of diphtheria, pneumonia, typ- 


hoid and influenza germs from two 
New York hospitals, for "experiment- 
al purposes.' 


"Barnes" was identified as Baring. 
And the arrest was finally made. 


On arraignment in court he plead- 
ed guilty—"Except for the intent to 
kill." The judge construed this a plea 
of "Not Guilty," and Baring will have 
to stand trial. 
A defense of insanity probably will 
be developed. Some of his friends say 
that he has been suffering from a 
chemist-complex—a pseudo-scientific 
obsession that grew so strong that he 
may have used his wife for his experi- 
ments without her knowlpdgp 
But the shadow of a young teacher 
looms across the tragedy- For she is 
'believed-to be "the other woman" in 
the case. 
But.whatever--hi« problems, Baring 
tried to eolve them the way of the 
chemist—and found that for once his 
formulae did not work. 


Possible Vote in 


June Only 2,800 
—^j— 


The cfty of Danville has some 2,- 


800 persons, men and women, who; 
are qualified to vote in the June elec- 
tion for mayor and councilmen, so far 
as the number can be approximated. 
The number was stated yesterday 
afternoon as smaller than these fig- 
ured, but this was due to an informal 
'estimate, whereas the-actual figures 
as compiled by City Treasurer George 
P. Geogbegan Bhow that 3,«02 white 
men and women and 156 colored men 
or women have prepaid the 1923 cap- 
itation tax in time to qualify for suf- 
rage, provided they register. 
The numbers who paid the poll tax 


for last year prior to December 10th, 
1928 and thereby qualified to that ex- 
tent to vote in the June, 1924 election 
are thus summarized by localities and 
races: 


South-side whites, male and fe- 


male. 2.510- 


North-side whites, male* and ^fe- 


-ma!e, 1,'092. 


South-side colored., male and fe- 


male, 122:

-North-side colored, male and fe- 


male, 34. 
Total-of all poll tax pre-payere to 


December 10th, 3,758. 


A conservative estimate is that at 
least 25 per cent, of the total number 
have not qualified for voting by reg- 
istering in compliance with the law. 
Deducting- 940 unregistered persons 
from the total above stated, would 
leave only about 2.818 persons actual- 
ly and now qualified to vote m the 
ma>-ora!ty and «-nuncilmanic election. 
Capitation tares had to be paid on or 
' before December 10th. 1923. in order 


to enable persons of voting age to 
qualify for the June election, except 
in the case of those who have become 
of voting age since December lOtn. 
who may pay $1-50 in lieu «« the 
first state poll tax assessable against 
them and thus qualify to vote, pro- 
vided they are registered before the 
expiration of the period available for 
registration. Begistration 
for

June elections will close on May Hth, 
30 days before the mayor and coun- 
cil are to be elected. 
Meanwhile all who desire to vote 


in the August primary and the en- 
suing November general election—for 
president, vice president member of 
Congrees an* superintend^nt of pub- 
lic utilitis—are reminded that they 
must pay their 1923 poll tax on or 
before May 5th in order to qualify as 
a voter in the primary and the gen-- 
eral election.

often as conditions demand with recommendations. He also has the power 


of vetoing measures passed by the council. The mayor should be the lead- 
er in all affairs that confront the city. He holds a similar position in Dan- 
ville as the president does in the United States.

CJMext in importance is the superintendent of utilities, who is also the 
city's purchasing agent. It is he alone who practically has the say so in re- 
gard to most of the expenditures. The council as a rule always approves 
his recommendations, for he is better posted and is paid an attractive sal- 


ary, devoting all his time to such matters. He also determines what rates 
shall be charged for water, gas and electric current, the service rendered 
and whether it is satisfactory and dependable. 


CThe.bond issue is something that comes close to all tax payers, for to a 
large extent it determines the rate of taxes. There are many who believe 
that issuing bonds is the most economical way of financing, while on the 
other hand there are as quite a number who believe it best to make tem- 
porary loans to be re-paid from current revenues. 


CThe voters of Danville are capable of voting on all matters that con- 
front them and resent being told that they are incapable to determine such 
issues*. Have the voters of Danville called for or shown their desire for 
the appearance of a Moses to lead them into a land governed by men, whom 
the Good Government Club considers "good business men," who will make 
the laws under which they will live arid have to respect?
